Worldly things found paramount 
place in the discussions of the people 
of today, Dean Tucker declared, and 
they were concerned mostly in stocks 
dividends, social parties, baseball, 
golf, bridge parties, dance halls 
theatres and movies. He deplored 
such selfishness, which, he said, was

Capital and labor which should be 
working in co-operation were antag- 
onistic to each other and addjng to 
social disorder, Man, he contended 
would have to be reconstructed be- 
fore social order could be regener- 
ated.

The universities of the prairie prov- 
inces, Dr. Grisdate said, will co-oper- 
ate with the federal department of 
agriculture and will be assisted by the 
Research Council of Canada in the 
campaign against the rust menace.

**REGULATED'' WHEAT PRICES? 


Miss Bondfield recent British visitor to 
Canada, wants to standardize the production and 
price of wheat. She would compute the amount 
of wheat that is required to feed the world for 
& year, calculate how ] must be sown 
to wheat each season that quantity, 
and fix a uniform price which would guarantee a 
living to the grower vent upward swoops 
of the price when the supply runs short. By that 
delightfully simple process uncertainty 
ond speculation would be ninated from the 
wheat business, the whol sess of producing 
and distributing the cerea) ularized, and every- 
body made heppy—on pa That the scheme 
would work out according to schedule is quite 
impossible, though that may not disqualify it in 
the eyes of those to whom it will appeal. Miss

It is notable that this proposa! to fix the price 
of wheat was only made when it is the European 
consumer, not the ove producer, who would 
benefit by it. As in war time the farmer was for- 
bidden to ask or ac ‘ept more than a stated figure 
for his wheat, the suggestion now is that the mar- 
ket should be artificially because the 
farmer is getting more than he usnal y does. The 
interest of the Lritish consumer, for whom Miss 
Bondfield speaks, is to buy wheat at a low price. 
The interest of the Canadian and other eversea 
producer is to sell wheat ut a high pries. The 
price at present being high, the suggestion eomes 
from the consumers that it be regulated. The in 
Jerence will have to be that the regulation is 
sought to protect the consumer against having to 
pay what wheat is worth when it is scarce, not 
to protect the farmer against having to seli for 
leas than it is worth when it is plentiful, Diplo- 
matic assurance that the aim is to safeguard the 
farmer against a future slump in price to the 
oontrary.

When a 
balance remains on hand, at the end of the year, 
that only means that the amount grown Was more 
than could be paid for; not that it was more than 
could have been eaten. ‘The quantity of wheat 
consumed is determined by the employment con- 
ditions and wage conditions in the densely popu- 
lated countries. If Uy aily niivaele the rate of 
wages could be doubled in China over-night the 
demand for wheat there would double, with no 
increase In population. When the wheat market 
expands It expands downward, not outward. and 
because people who could not previously afford 
to eat wheat have become able to do so.
